EASTERN ENGINEERS
FAVORING A STRIKE

BALLOTS THUS FAR RECEIVED
INDICATE STRIKE VOTE
WILL WIN.

New York, April 3,—Officials of the
Brotherhood of Locomotive Eugineers
announced today that the balloting of
the engineers of the fifty eastern rail-
roads to determine whether the engi-
neers will strike if necessary to sup-
port their demands for increased
wages, Is proceeding rapidly and that
the ballots receiveuw so far indicate
that the men are in favor of a strike.

The wage-demands already have
been refused and further conferences
with the heads of the railroads were

‘suspended until the engineers’ com-

mittee takes a strike vote which will
be announced on April 10, The bal-
lots sent to the engineers read in
part:

“To Organized Engineers: Are you
willing to support those Iintrusted
with the carrving out of the plan of
concerted action to the extent of a
strike if in their judgment it is neces-
sary?"

GENERAL DU PONT TO
GIVE MILLIONS FOR ROADS.

W1l Devote His Fortune to Mighway
Philanthropy. -

Genernl T. Coleman du Pont, presi-
dent of the Du Pont Powder company,
“will glve away much of his fortune for
building roads for Delaware. While
that state will be the chief beneficiary,
adjoining states will be benefited, it
being his intention to continue his
highways into other commonwenlths.

The general himself made the an-
nouncement. He has declded to do
this rather than to leave a big fortune
to his children, “One million dollars
will keep a family well,” he sald. “By
spending the remainder of my posses-
slops I can do my state great good.

“] belleve good roads will do more
good than libraries hospitals, and in
fact than any of the usual forms of
philanthropy,” he added.

General du Pont bas asked Governos
Pennewill to call a speclal session of
the legislature to pass amendments to
the law enacted at the last session
which empowers Gengral du Pont to
bulld a £2,000,000 boulevard as a gift
to the state. The extraordinary ses-
slon will be called if two-thirds of the
legisiators agree in writing to pass the
desired amendments. The amendments
will give the donor authority to ex-
tend the proposed highway of 103 miles
into other parts of Delaware In addi-
tion to making the beginning of its con-
struction this year a possibility. A
poll will shortly be taken.

Charges of Extravagance, High Taxes
and Blunders Are Reasons.

Milwaukee, April 3. Dr. G, A, Bad-
